Grain Crop.

Mr. Nielsen A grees to P ay fo r the 
Board o f His Baby—E vents 
of K ecent O ccurrence. 


"There is no longer any money for the 
farmer in barley,” said a eun-burned 
tiller of the soil at the Houtbern Pacific 
yesterday. 
"T he yield this year is not 
unusually large to the acre, but the in­ 
crease of acreage which has been going 
on during tbe last few years in Southern 
California keeps down the price. 
W heat 
is surer.” 
. 
Barley is quoted at present from 67>¿ 
to (¡0 cents. The m arket has advanced 
a little during the week, but very cau­ 
tiously. 
At 
this 
time 
last 
year 
barley brought from 75 to 75)^ cents. 
Mr. Harris Newmark, who has just re­ 
turned from a trip through the largest, 
grain producing districts of this part of 
tbe State, says that in the Ban Jacinto 
valley and viciuity, where the crops ap- 
poar to be in the moat flourishing condi­ 
tion, there will be a yield of from fifteen 
to twenty sacks to th e acre. In the Santa 
Ana district the yield is much smaller 
and the grain is light. 
A prominent grain commission house 
of this city received a telegram a few 
days 
ago 
asking for quotations cn 
barley 
and 
samples 
ot 
the 
beat 
product of this season, to be used for 
brewing purposes in Milwaukee. It is 
p)8Bible, if the 
eastern market con­ 
tinues to hold firm, that something of an 
outlet may be made in that direction. 
Large numbers of the farmers are pre­ 
paring to store their barley, to wait for a 
more considerable advance than has yet 
taken place, which may or may not come 
about. 
Better facilities ara going to be offered 
to tbe farmers ol tbe northern part of the 
State, in the great San Joaquin valley, 
for tbe transportation of their production 
of wheat and barley. 
A branch line of 
the Southern Pacific is to be built from 
Tracy to Newman, a distance of twenty 
miles.

A lengthy consultation was held yes­ 
terday between Deputy District Attorney 
B. M. Marble, Christina Huenker and 
Peter Nielson, over the fiual arrange­ 
ments lor tbe future maintenance of the 
six weeks old child who was found upon 
the doorstep of No. 18 South Fort street 
on Thursday morning last by Officer Be­ 
. au 
It being represented to Nielson by 
the attorney that Charles Walters, of 
No. 500 Fast Eighth street, was willing 
to take the baby provided the father con­ 
tributed $12 per m onth for its support, 
he refused to accede to the proposition 
on the ground that the sum demanded 
was exorbitant. After a few words with 
the lawyer, however, he changed his 
mind, and the necessary 
documents 
having 
been 
signed, 
tbe 
baby 
was transferred to its future parents, 
and its father and mother went their 
respective ways. 
Miss Huenker subse­ 
quently stated to a U k r a i.d reporter that 
Nielson’s 
allegations were in several 
instances untrue. 
She asserts that ten 
months after leaving Colonel Eastm an’s 
employ she worked for Mrs. Bowen, at 
No. 876 South Fort street, and that Niel­ 
son took her away from there to Mrs. 
Mrs. Schilling’s house, on East Pico 
street, on account of their approaching 
marriage. 
He then told her that he had 
rented the bouse next door from Mr. 
Schilling, and that they should soon start 
housekeeping there. At his instigation 
she bought her trosseau and several 
pieces of furniture, which he subse­ 
quently took away and sold. She is espe­ 
cially severe upon Mr. and Mrs. Schilling 
for having aided and abetted Nielson in 
several attem pts at her ruin, and states 
that they were well aware of his true 
character during all the time he lived 
with them.

Y esterday afternoon, about 1 o'clock, 
a message was received at the Coroner’s 
office to the effect that a man had just 
died at 107 I.czard street, from lockjaw, 
and requesting that the body be re­ 
moved.

Mr. B. Ballerino has filed the follow­ 
ing protest against tbe extension, with 
the Supervisors: 
Qentlemen of the Board of Supervisors, 
Los Angeles County, State of Califor­ 
nia: 
Having received notice to respond to 
the application 
of W. Gillelen 
and 
others, filed February 25, 1889, for a new 
public road, designated as "N inth-street 
extension,” to commence at the outward 
terminus of Ninth Btreet, and to extend 
to Vermont avenue. Now, pursuant to 
said notice, and in response to that ap­ 
plication, the undersigned respondent 
tiere presents hiB unqualified protesta­ 
tion against such proposed new road. 
First. The general public have no 
need for snch proposed road. 
Let it be 
observed that Ninth street terminates at 
the county road,which extends northerly 
towards the mountains and connects, 
most conveniently, with several public 
roads leading westwardly to the seacoast, 
and also with the Cahuenga pass road, 
and serves public travel directly into 
Ninth, 
Seventh, 
Sixth 
aud Temple 
streets. Tbe public travel coming from 
the seacoast via Ballona, passes along 
the old county road, and enters the City 
of Los Angeles by way of Pico street. 
This proposed new road, instead of being 
an "extension,” would deflect at an 
angle of forty-five degrees from the line 
of Ninth street, and, reaching Vermont 
avenue, would only serve the purpose of 
a round-about 
crossroad 
connecting 
Ninth and Pico streets. The public have 
no need of such new crossroad, because 
Alvarado street, just within the limits 
of the city, now already serves the pur­ 
pose of a crossroad from Pico to Ninth, 
and vice versa, for the convenience of 
public travel. 
The people living on the north division 
of the territory designated as the "Elec­ 
tric Tract,” have no personal interest in 
this proposed new road, nor have they 
any need of it; because this “ Electric 
TractV has been laid off into squares with 
intervening broad avenues, which open 
directly, at only a stone’s throw, into the 
old county highway between Santa Mon­ 
ica and Los Angeles. 
Tite general public have no more need 
or desire for this proposed new road than 
they have for a like erratic ’ ‘extension ” 
of Seventh. Sixth and Temple ttreets. 
It appears plain to this respondent that 
the corporate owners of this "Electric 
Tract” of some two hnndred acres of 
land, are the only persons to be directly 
or indirectly benefited by this proposed 
new ro ad ; not as a tboroughfa-e for ac­ 
comodation of travel, but by way of an­ 
ticipated enhancement in tbo market 
value of their fifty varas lots that have 
been measured aud staked off, all over 
thin tract. 
Seccn I. Tbis respondent objects that 
the aroitrary appropriation of private 
property for the purpose of this new road 
would be without authority of law, inas­ 
much as the general public have no need 
for such road, and because the primary 
object and end of this application is the 
intended pecuniary benefit of a company 
of several persons associated together in 
a private business of speculation in small, 
vara lots. The fact that this application 
has appended thereto an immpossible 
deluge of signatures, is neither here nor 
there. 
Any adroit colporteurs may ob­ 
tain signatures ad libitum. 
It is sup­ 
posed th at the gentlemen of this board 
will diligently scan the premises, regard­ 
less of this kind of deceptive clap-trap 
There is no law whereby private property 
may be arbitrarily taksn for private use 
—except the dubious claim that "might 
gives right.” Let it be observed that this 
propored new road is to be extended 
only to Vermont avenue, and that this 
avenue is the precise eastern boundary 
line of this beautiful "Electric t r a c t and 
also that this new road is to reach that 
avenue at a point more than a quarter of 
a mile to the northward of all residents 
now on this tract, and at a point opposite 
to where thiB tract is entirely vacant, 
and where 
the owners thereof have 
several hundreds of flfty-vara lots for 
sale. The expressed outer terminus of 
this proposed new road, is, alone, suffi­ 
cient proof to satisfy a jury that it is only 
a private scheme for a private pecuniary 
benefit, without even incidental conveni­ 
ence t> the general public. There is no 
law whereby private property may be 
arbitrarily appropriated to private use, 
whatever may be offered as compensa 
tion. 
Third. While this proposed new road 
would be a private pecuniary benefit to 
the corporate owners of that "Electric 
Tract” of some two hundred acres of 
land as a suburb to tbe city, it would be 
at the same time an inconvenience and 
of 
great 
pecuniary 
damage to this 
respondent. 
While th9 corporate owners of that 
tract of land have their own schemes of 
profit in tbe disposal of their hundreds of 
tifty-vara lots, in their own way, so has 
this respondent his own schemes of profit 
in tbe management and disposal of his 
own real property, in his own way. 
It is 
not the province of other people to judge 
of this respondent’s plans or methods in 
regard to his own ubo of his own prop 
erty. 
It is enough that he presents this, 
bis unqualided protest, insisting that the 
actual pecuniary damage to this respond­ 
ent would be twenty tim es more than this 
board would be justified in awarding for 
tlie simple right of way.

estimate of damages, reference is here 
made to this respondent’s protest in this 
proceeding, filed

property ow ners on Buena V ista street de­ 
sire to h ave the stre e t graded as to ha au 
easy and convenient driving grade, not a 
so-called traffic grade, w hich seem s to 
m ean nearly level. 
Now. M r. B eaudry has influenced o th ­ 
ers to join him , an d h as succeeded in 
getting an ordinance passed to cut the 
street down to su it his property, on the 
lower side of th e street, b ut at a grade 
which would leave all th e houses on the 
upper side high in the a ir, m ake Rock 
street useless and Inaccessible from th at 
end, an d cost th e property-ow ners thou­ 
sands of dollars, to pay for their own 
ruin. 
A cut of th irty feet a t the inter«ee 
tion of Rock and B uena V ista is pro­ 
posed, which m eans forty and fifty feet 
of d epth for the houses on th e upper side 
of the stre e t, and a retaining wall of th at 
height.

C h ic a g o , Ju ly 27.—A d ispatch from 
San Francisco says th at a portion of th e 
estate of the late II. A. P earsons, of Ban 
Francisco, in Cook countv, III., was be­ 
q u eathed to T. C. H ill, of W estern 
Springs, 111., to be used for charitable 
purposes. 
H ill was visited by a reporter 
this m orning. 
H e paid h e h ad n o t been 
notified th at he was m ade one of th e ex­ 
ecutors of th e will. 
Pearsons told him 
th a t he intended leaving b is property in 
th is couDty to charitable purposes, as far 
hack as 1882. 
H ill th in k s it will am ount 
to $200,000, b u t it is in real estate, the 
title of which is in dispute, and haB been 
for m any years. 
A m em ber of a firm of attorneys for 
Parsons, says his property here am ounts 
to n e x t to nothing. 
It was largely in the 
w ay of expectations on a claim to streets 
an d alleys in property platted by his 
fath er aw ay back in th e th irties. 
This 
property Lis father sold, and it was re­ 
platted under a law th a t w hen a street 
or alley is vacated, the title reverts to 
th e original ow ner. 
Y oung ParsonH ex­ 
pected to realize largely from th e holders 
of th e property, but the Suprem e C ourt 
decided the test case ag ain st him last 
y ear, and all his other su its have been 
w ithdraw n. 
To another reporter w ho saw H ill, th at 
gentlem an said : “ The Chicago property 
m entioned as being owned by P earsons 
no longer belongs to th e estate, and 
therefore th ere is n o th in g ’to bequeath. 
The Suprem e Court som e tim e ago de 
cided th at Pearsons had no title in the 
property. 
T he will was evidently d raw n 
before the Suprem e C ourt’s decision was 
given. 
T he property claim ed by Pear­ 
sons was th e W alker addition, in th e 
lu m b er districts, on the southw est side, 
along th e south branch of th e river. 
P earsons’ 
fath er purchased th e prop­ 
e rty along in th e thirties and subdivided 
it, laying out streets, etc., b u t in 1842 
sold it to Sam uel W alker. 
W alker re­ 
platted the land and the streets he m ade 
diagonally crossed thope laid o ut by P ear­ 
sons. The latter purported to have found 
an old sta tu te providing th a t W alker’s 
rep la c in g of the laud was illegal, and 
th a t therefore the lan d , or certain por­ 
tions of it, reverted to him (Pearsons). 
T h e courts upheld this view of the case 
and Pearsons got back h is lands, which 
descended to h is son. 
A year ago the 
Supreme Court decided th a t the claim 
was invalid.”

Trees and Honaes Blown Down and 
a Number of People 
Killed. 


A Free E iprm ion of Democratic 
O p in io n . 
T he last disastrous D em ocratic na­ 
tional cam paign was an exception to all 
that had preceded it. 
H ith erto , in the 
councils cf th e party, there b ad been the 
largest poFsible discussion of tb e advisa­ 
b ility of th is or lh a t feature of th e na­ 
tional platform , ai d as to th is o r th et 
can d id ate. 
N o dictum of a Dem ocratic 
P resid en t, 
un til 
M r. C leveland was 
elected, ever counted “ deuce aces” in 
eith e r th e no m in atio n cf his e u c c e sE o r, 
or in th e fabrication of the platform on 
w h ich he was elected or defeated, and 
som e of th eee D em ocratic Piesidenta 
w ere illu strio u s m en , and w ere th eir 
own successors. 
Probably th e exception 
was m ade in M r. C leveland’s instance 
because of h is long a n d c o m m a n d in g in­ 
fluence in n atio n al politics before be 
m ade hia ad v e n t in W ashington. 
D em ocrats are today confronted w ith 
th e som ew hat gruescm e fact th at, with 
th e alm ost e n tire possession cf th e n a ­ 
tional governm ent— the only exception 
being th e U n ited 
States Si n ate—they 
d elib erately h an d ed it over 
to 
their 
opponents. 
M r. 
Cleveland, 
until he 
grossly d ep ar fed from the precedents of 
h is D em ocratic predecessors, 
was 
as 
clearly m arked out to be his own suc­ 
cessor as, in th e 
scriptural narrative, 
D avid was designated as the successor of 
K ing Saul. 
A bout ten per cent, of th e 
R ep u b lican p arty was ready to vote for 
him until b e him self, to nse G rant’s 
•famous sim ile, kicked th e bucket over. 
H e u n d o u b ted ly did this at th e behest of 
a sm all clique of politicians, of whom 
J o h n G . C arlisle, Koger Q. M ills and 
H enry W atterson— all able an d billiant, 
but one-sided m en— were th e leaders. 
T h ere n ev er was such a slavish cam ­ 
paign as th at of th e D em ocratic party in 
1B88. 
The m o st sagacious and m oit hon­ 
ored and conBistent D em ocrats were put 
under an intolerable durees. 
G overnor 
Gray, of In d ia n a , w as throw n over as the 
D em ocratic c a n d id a te for Vice President, 
in o rd er th a t th e aged a n d venerable 
Allen G. T h u rm a n should be nom inated 
for th a t office, largely on th e ground th at 
th e la tte r could carry C alifornia by 
tremendous m ajo rity . 
As a m atter of 
fact, T h u rm an failed to carry th e Golden 
S tate by any m ajority, w hile G ray could 
have carried In d ia n a handsom ely for the 
D em ocratic tick et. 
T he large R epubli­ 
can m ajority in C alifornia an d th e sm all 
Republican m ajority in In d ia n a —H ar­ 
rison's own S tate—em phasized th e folly 
w hich d ictated th e nom ination for th e 
second place on th e ticket. 
B ut th e g reatest m istake of all was iu 
the nom ination 
for the h ead of the 
ticket. 
M r. C leveland h ad ehow n him ­ 
self to be th e grateful serv ito r of the 
M ugw um ps,w ho betrayed h im so shauie- 
leaaly in B rooklyn in the election which 
has rightfully relegated him to private 
life. 
A large proportion of th e seven 
thousand D em ocrats who voted for him 
in 1884, and who voted against th e Dera- 
ocra'i.; ticket in 1888, gave th eir reason, 
w ith th eir nam es 
and addresses, in com ­ 
m unications to th e New York World. 
The refrain ran , “ M ugw um p,” “ Too Big 
for H is 
B reeche?,” 
“ Swell 
H ead,” 
“ K now s Too M uch,” “ Not a D em ocrat,” 
and so on to th e end of th e chapter. 
These expressions of opinion were sen ­ 
tentious and often rude, b u t they clearly 
outlined w hy H arrison b eat Cleveland 
thirteen th ousand votes in th e E m pire 
State alth o u g h Gov. H ill b eat his popu­ 
lar R epublican opponent, W arn er M iller, 
for G overnor n early tw enty thousand. 
T his result w as brought a b o u t n otw ith­ 
standing th e fact th a t Gov. H ill’s friends

C leveland, 
w hile 
Mr.

The splendid D em ocratic G overnor of 
N ew Y ork, who carried th e E m pire 
State by 197,000 for L ieutenant Governor 
w hen C leveland only got 192,000 for 
G overnor, in th e last days of his cam ­ 
paign said, “ P ay no attention to m e. 
I 
am alread y elected. 
Devote all your 
attention to th e national ticket. 
It is in 
danger.” 
In marked contrast to this

T ii k r e is probably no very e x h ilaran t 
sp irit am ongst C alifornians as they con­ 
tem p late th e fact th a t th e n atio n , the 
Stale, m ostly th e city and county of San 
Francisco aud absolutely th e city and 
county o f Los A ngeles, are in R epublican 
b an d s. T h is is a b rave descent from the 
22,000 m ajority rolled up by th e D em o­ 
cra ts in 1882. W h a t have been th e causes 


o f th is decline and fall from such a rise? 
T hey m u st be very significant and in­ 
structive. 
W hatever the cause of this 
disastrous eclipse, th e real 
Dem ocrat 
m u st feel like exclaim ing, like one of 
D ickens’ favorite characters, 
“ when 
found, m ake a note o n ’t.”

Men Forced to Die by Self­ 
Destruction. 


VERY MYSTERIOUS FASCINATION. 


People Who Dread to Walk Across a 
Bridge Lest They Are Im pelled 
to^Jump Over the Kail. 


T here are suicides aud suicides, and 
th ey have been w ritten about a n d co m ­ 
m en ted on so m uch by people w ho 
“ n ever can account for m en doing so u n ­ 
less they a re in san e” th a t possibly it is 
too m uch lik e th ra sh in g old straw o r let­ 
tin g the m ill do th a t th at som e on e h as 
said can not be done—“ grind again w ith 
th e w ater th a t has passed” —to tell of 
Bonio of th e peculiar suicides o r atte m p ts 
o r desires to atte m p t th at h av e com e 
un d er th e w riter’s personal observation. 
In the first place th e assertion can be 
tru th fu lly m ad e th a t one-half of th e so 
called suicides are not 
suicides, but 
em otional in v o lu n tary accidents. 
Try 
am ong your friendB to find one w ho has 
n o t at som e tim e in his life had an insane 
desire to throw him self off “ an high 
em inence” o r cast him self u nder a rapidly 
p assing train .or allow him self to becom e 
entangled in th e large drive-w heel of 
som e im m ense m achine lik e th a t to be 
found a t th e w ater works on Chicago 
avenue, au d you will find th a t th ey have 
to a m an h ad som e such experience. 
M any m en tell of irresistible d esires to 
m ak e aw ay w ith them selves a n d we 
th in k nothing of it, b a t if we h appen to 
lo9e a friend by th e suicide route w e for­ 
g et all about h is struggles an d endeavor 
to fight off th e desire to do aw ay w ith 
hiniself, au d like th e average C oroner's 
ju ry say, “ K illed him self while labor­ 
ing under a fit ol tem p rary in sa n ity .” 
This verdict mor/i th an half th e tim e 
is wrong. 
I t should be “ accid en tal su i­ 
cide brought on by th e v ictim ’s inability 
to resist a m orbid involuntary im p u lse.” 
A young m an was recently killed in a 
su b u rb an village w hose case th is verdict 
w ould h ave covered. 
He h ad repeatedly 
told m e of th e struggle he h ad w ith him ­ 
self w henever he stood on th e platform 
of

etation 
w hile 
a 
tra in 
was 
passing. 
“ J o h n ,” said he one d a y , “ if 
an y th in g ever hap p en s to m e d o n ’t let 
th em say th a t I w as crazy. 
I h av e as 
hap p y a hom e as th e Bun sh in es o n and 
am blessed w ith as interesting a fam ily of 
little ones as you w ould find in a m o n th ’s 
journey. 
U nfortunately for m e I al­ 
low ed 
m yself 
to 
be 
talked 
into 
buying 
a 
hom e 
in 
th e 
suburbs, 
and on th a t account find th a t I have 
im posed upon m yself a daily struggle with 
th e dydra-headed m onster, self-destruc­ 
tion. 
1 cannot help it. 
E very tim e 1 go 
neur a railw ay track 1 h ave a n alm ost 
uncontrollable desire to throw m yself 
nn d er th e w heels of the passing train. 
T ney seem to say ‘Com e to m e, com e to 
m e,’ w ith a voice of com m and th a t I 
have, up to th e present tim e, been able 
to resist, b u t I fear th at m y pow er of re- 
sietause is w eakening a n d I sh a ll soon 
give w ay. 
If I do old m an , I want 
you 
to 
fight 
th e 
insanity 
theory 
an d 
ex p lain 
m y 
feelings 
to 
my 
friends. 
Of course I m ight m ove into 
th e city, an d h ad it on m y tongue’s end 
to suggest it to m y wife, but th is would 
necessitate explanations an d only worry 
th e iittle w om an. I m ay succeed in fight­ 
ing off th is foolish desire, but if I d o not 
and am ever picked up on a shovel I 
w ant you to let th e world know it was 
not a suicide, h u t an accident.” 
I prom ised th a t th is should b e done 
an d tried to m ake light of w hat I called 
h is foolish fears. 
H e Bmiled a sickly, 
faint, no-laugh-in-it sm ile and w alked 
aw ay. 
H alf an h o u r later I w as told 
th a t he h a d “ com m itted Buicide; throw n 
him self in front of a passing tra in ; had 
stealth ily h id behind a w ater-tan k , and 
as th e tra in dashed by flung him self in 
front of th e engine and been ground so 
fine th a t he hud to be g ath ered together 
w ith a shovel.” 
People could not understand it. 
And 
finally all, w ith th e exception of m yself, 
believed th a t th e C oroner’s jury m ad e no 
m istake w hen th ey brought in a verdict 
of suicide w hile insane. 
T he foregoing account of one m an ’s in­ 
ability to resist the m orbid d esire to do 
som ething h orrible is only one case in 
thousands. 
If the struggles th a t a re go­ 
ing on d aily, m ade som etim es b y near­ 
est and d earest friends, could be laid 
bare, th e exposé would be a frightful 
one. 
In a certain building in th is city 
w hich I frequently visit, th ere is a large 
rotunda. 
A round this ro tu n d a runs a 
spiral staircase, th e banister of w hich is 
low and is m ade to continue on after 
leaving th e stairs a t the six th floor and 
acts as a guard rail for th e top floor. 
I t is alto g eth er 
too 
low, 
an d any 
six-footer falling against it w ould proba­ 
bly fall 
over 
into 
th e 
p it of 
th e 
rotunda. 
I h ave heard several of th e 
m en engaged on th e six th floor of this 
building tell in a m atter of fact (b u t to 
m e horrible) w ay of the desire th a t took 
possession of th em w henever th ey a p ­ 
proached th is guard rail to throw th em ­ 
selves over, and m ust cunfess th a t I 
have found m yself edging aw ay from it 
w ith th e indistinct, undefined, in explic­ 
able fear th at I m ight throw m yself over 
if I got too close to i t; and h ave told 
others, w ho spoke of experiencing the 
sam e feelings, th a t it w as not a p rem ed i­ 
tated suicide if I should ever he picked 
up at th e bottom of th at pit a shapeless, 
broken m ass. 
T here is a young m an in th is city of 
Chicago who has a dread of th e bridges, 
and alw ays takes to th e w agon-w ay w hen 
he crosses th e river. 
H e has b een fished 
out of th e m uddy, sticky w ater a t C lark 
street bridge once, having th ro w n h im ­ 
self over th e rail. W hen brought to terra 
firm a h e could not explain w hy h e had 
jum ped over. 
“ T he desire took posses­ 
sion of m e and I did it; th a t’s a ll,” said 
he, w hen questioned about it. 
“ I had 
jum ped about a foot w hen I w ished from 
• 
th e bottom of m y h eart th at I h a d n ’t,” 
he continued, “ an d now , to avoid a rep ­ 
etition of th a t act, I alw ays tak e to th e 
m iddle of th e road w hen crossing th e 
b rid g es.” 
Suicides (so called) are increasing a t 
an alarm in g rate, and opposite th e nam e 
of m any a m an who is alive an d well to­ 
day, w ith b rig h t prospects, good h e a lth , 
happy hom e, and everything on e a rth to 
live for, th e word “ suicide” will be 
w ritten as th e cause of his d eath , when 
he w as sim ply ttie victim of one of these 
irresistib le im pulses.— [Chicago Tim es.

These undeveloped toughening pro­ 
cesses augur astounding changee in the 
future of glass. “ Glass houses” may be­ 
come the fashion, and we would have to 
reverse our proverb abont them , for they 
would be bomb proof. Already tians- 
parent glass bricks are made. Extend­ 
ing the poaeibilities of glass a little fur­ 
ther, why may we not build the entire 
■iractare of glass? The walls might be 
cemented blocks cast like hewn stone, 
but translucent, and of any color. One 
coold thus inhabit a huge pile of amber 
or of gigantic gems. 
The windows 
oeuld be multiform, some of them tele­ 
scopic, bringing distant things near,some 
with lenses or mirrors guiding the fo­ 
cussed snn’s heat for culinary and other 
comfortable purposes, others straining 
out the light or chemic rays. Tapestries, 
fnrnitnre and utensils might be made of 
the universal material. The whole would 
b e more endurable than grauite. No 
fire could harm i t ; lightning would shun 
it. Buch a dream, blossoming from this 
miraculous substance, may be realized 
by an Aladdin whose lamp is of glass.—

COMPRESSED AIR. 


T h e S u c c e s s W ith W h ic h It Is U s e * 
u s u m o t iv e P o w e r I n P u r ls . 
Everyone who has visited Paris in re­ 
cent years must have noticed at the cor­ 
ner of the streets, in the rooms of the 
principal hotels and public buildings, 
the pneumatic clocks. 
In the apart­ 
ment in which they are placed you do 
not hear the usual ticking of the clock, 
but a sound, sharp and clear, which íb 
repeated each minute. The mechanism 
is extremely 
simple, the important 
part 
being a 
email cylinder, 
fur­ 
nished 
with a piston, joined to a 
email 
flexible 
metallic 
tube 
and 
to a system of pipes connecting with 
these in the street. 
Each minute a wave 
circulates through the whole system of 
pipes, marking a progressive movement 
on the face of all the clocks. The num­ 
ber of these clocks on the 31st of October 
last amounted to 7.800. Their installa­ 
tion ha i been largely facilitated by the 
existence of the 
ewers in which the 
pipes are placed. 
According to English 
ideas, these sewers should be rather 
called subways, as they are spacious, 
high, and furnished with sidewalks, so 
that a man can walk in them with ease. 
The compre3sed air is supplied as 
S 


wer to thirteen sewing-machine shops, 
ir ice-making establishments, thirty- 
nine turners, each taking about two 
horse-power, sixteen printing houseB re­ 
quiring about forty-three horse-power, 
tbirty-five wood-working factories taking 
sev en ty horse-power, and to eighty-six 
v arious industries. 
Paris offers a spe­ 
cia lly good field for this system, as the 
p olice regulations do not allow boilers 
a b o v e the basement floor, and there are 
m a n y industries requiring small power 
w h ich could not economically employ 
separate steam engines and boilers. The 
g a s engines offer many advantages to the 
sm a ll manufacturers, but when gas is as 
d ear a s it is in Paris it is not economical. 
These facts explain the great success 
of compressed air in Paris, and in less 
than two years its progress has been 
enormous. 
In the interval between Oc­ 
tober 31st and December 20th, of last 
year, seventy-eight horse power addi­ 
tional has been supplied for motive 
force, and for electric lighting 264 horse­ 
power.—[Engineering and MiniDg Jour­ 
n a l. 


L ib e r a l A p p r o p r i a t i o n W a n t e d . 
It is to be hoped that the next Con­ 
gress, early in its session, will make a 
liberal 
appropriation 
for the Pacific 
Branch of the 8oldierB’ Home, near 
Banta Monica. 
Increased accommoda­ 
tions are already needed. The four bar­ 
racks are intended to furnish quarters 
for 100 each. 
There are pow about 350 
soldiers occupying the buildings, and as 
there is no hospital, a portion of one of 
them ie used for this purpoee. 
There 
are new arrivals almost daily, and appli­ 
cations and inquiries are received by 
nearly everv mail from parties desiring to 
be admitted. As this Home is intended 
for disabled soldiers on the Pacific Coast, 
some haste should at least be made for 
their reception. 
But the accommodations should not 
stop at the limit of providing for the Pa­ 
cific Coast soldiers. None of the other 
five National Homes are so favorably 
situated as the one here at Santa Monica. 
The Homes on the Atlantic side are all 
located where the rigors of the winter 
and the oppressive heat of the summer 
are too mnch for many of the veterans 
afflicted with various weaknesses and 
ailments. 
These unfortunates should 
all have transiera to the Coast Home as 
soon as practicable. H ere nature will 
smile upon them with an almost per­ 
petual warmth of sunshine, and the 
winds will be tempered to them as to a 
■horn lam b. Provision for this class of 
soldiers, in addition to those of the 
Coast, should be made ae Boon as Con­ 
gress can 
appropriate the necessary 
funds and the work can be done.—[8anta 
Monica Outlook.

Up in the San Bernardino 
Mountains. 


HUN UNO AND F1SH1NO SK AK IT. 


The A ttractions of the Bear Valley 
Trip—What it Costs—H ints 
As to Outiit. 


An article in last Monday’s H erald 
gave .some description of a trip to Bear 
Valley, in the Ban Bernardiuo moun 
tains. 
A num ber of inquiries have been 
made as to the exact cost of such a trip, 
the outfit which is desirable and the at 
tractions which are to be found when one 
gets there. Tne fare to Redlands by the 
California Central is $2.55—round trip 
$3.15j limited to ten days. The stage to 
Thurman’s charges $1.50 a passenger. 
Thej;barge_for a burro and guide from 
Thurman’s 
to~ the 
valley is $3.00. 
This 
makes 
a__total 
of 
traveling 
expenses from Loa*Angeles to the valley 
and back of $13.10. _ The train which 
was spoken of in the previous article as 
leaving here early in the morning and 
getting to Redlands in time to meet the 
stage at 9 o’clock, has since been taken 
off, and it is now necessary to get to 
Redlands the day before and remain 
there over night at one of the very good 
hotels, which that enterprising little city 
affords. 
The tourist will have nothing to fear 
in the way of unlooked-for fees, such as 
are sprung upon the victim of the wile* 
of aY oeem ite agent, nor are the hotel 
charges in the mountains at all exurbi 
taut. Both a t Lewis & Townsend's and 
at Knight <& Metcalf’s the charge is $10 a 
week, and the rate for a short space cf 
time is calculated on the same basis. 
Horses for traveling about in the moun­ 
tains can generally be liad at from fifty 
cents to one dollar a day. 
When the 
hotel people have horses that are not in 
use they are disposed to be very liberal 
with them. 
The accommodations are 
erode bat comfortable, and tne fare is 
plain but appetizing. 
As to the outfit, it must be such as 
anyone who has ever made a mountain 
trip will readily devise. It should, of 
course, be as limited as possible, and 
bags and bundles are more readily packed 
on burro-back than valises. 
Climbing 
about among rocks and brambles means 
boots or leggins for foot wear and «strong, 
rough clothing. One effect of the high 
altitudes during the first day or two is 
chapped lips or nostrils, and a box of 
cold cream is indispensable. 
One can easily carry a shotgun, or deer 
rif le of smaller caliber, and if he chooses 
to ramble about in the mountains he 
will find some game—not very much at 
this season of the year. In the pine 
w o o d s about Bear lake there are plenty 
of d o v eB , some gray squirrels and quail. 
During the season there are ducke in large 
numbers on the lake. For the experi 
enced hunter there are deer to be bad. 
although duriDg the summer they are 
high up on the mountain. 
The best fishing is iu the mountain 
streams like Fear creek and the upper 
waters of the Sania Ana. 
The current 
is generally too swift for successful fly 
fishing; they rise very well to angle 
worms or smell frogs or even meat. As 
tbe banks are grown with brush and the 
tree 
branches 
interlace 
above, tbe 
angler finds 
it easier 
work if be 
is 
fixed 
with 
a 
pair 
of rubber 
boots, so th at he can go along the bed of 
the etream if he chooses. The trout are 
the usnal mountain variety, Eome of 
them of exceptional size. 
In the places 
near the camps, where the streams have 
been steadily whipped since the begin­ 
ning of tbe season, one must be content 
with a very light catcb, but places can 
always be reached in a lew hours’ ride or 
walk where fishing almost ceases to be 
■aport from its too great ease. 
There are plenty of enormous trout in 
Bear lake, but they are not to be had. 
¡Each new fisherman who comes into the 
locality cherishes a belief that he will 
aucceed where all others have failed, 
b u t he comes away to tell the eame story 
With those who have gone before him. 
The lake, it must be remembered, is 
merely an 
artificial reservoir formed 
by the retaining of the water from the 
mountains by the great dam . Tall trees, 
dead and decaying, stand up out of the 
water with their trunks 
and 
lower 
branches submerged and rotting in a 
tangle of seaweed. 
Every part of the 
lake teems with insect life and as a re­ 
sult the fishes are great, lazy, over fed 
fellows who 
have 
no 
possible 
use 
for 
the 
most 
alluring 
bait 
that 
ever dangled from a high priced patent 
pole. They drift about listlessly in the 
clear water in plain sight and in large 
numbers, but they are perfectly con­ 
tented with their lot and decline to 
speculate on fancy flies, spoon hooks, or 
anything else which the ingenuity of 
inan has devised. The reader, if he is 
a ekilled fisherman, will undoubtedly 
think that if he could only get a chance 
at these fellows, he would nave them out 
in Bhort order. He is quite welcome to 
the experiment and the experience. 
Everyone who visits the vailey goes to 
look at the big dam at the foot of tbe 
lake, which is regarded bh one of the 
most remarkable pieces of engineering of 
its sort in the country. 
Its projector, 
Mr. F. E. Brown, of Riverside, was the 
first American engineer to make use of 
th e arch principle in a structure of this 
sort. Ju st as the arch over a doorway, 
by the resistance against crushing of the 
material used, supports a great weight 
above, so this dam, braced against the 
weight of the ^ater, supports it, not by 
the gravity and mass of the materials, 
b ut by th eir solidity and strength against 
crumbling. 
It curves toward the water 
with a radius of 335 feet, much less than 
the curvature of the arch used in archi 
lecture. 
At the point where the dam íb located 
the solid stone walls of the cañón ap­ 
proach to within ninety feet of one 
another and extend up at a general 
angle of about 25 degrees—a place adm ir­ 
ably suited by nature for the function 
which it is made to perform. 
The dam 
is sixty feet in height and is 300 feet in 
length at tbe top, including the piers. 
In a general way, for it is not possible to 
compare dams except in specific dimen­ 
sions, 
it 
may 
be 
said 
to 
D€ 
the largest dam 
in tbe State and 
one of the largest in tbe country. The 
Sweetwater darn near San Diego is much 
larger, but has only about one-fourth the 
capacity of the Bear Valley structure. 
One feels startled as he looks back at 
the large body of water covering 1,800 
acres 
which 
this 
dam 
holds 
in 
place, 
and 
then 
glaccee down at 
Che 
thin 
struct are which does the 
work. 
At the base, where the pressure 
ia about fifty tons to the square toot, the 


dam is 8l* feet in thickness. At the top 
it is 3lá feet through. 
It is built of 
granite and Portland cement. The pres­ 
sure against it íb distributed throughout 
the material and finally centers against 
the abutments. 
On the north side the 
dam braces againt-t the bed-rock of the 
mountain, on the south side against an 
enormous granite boulder which projects 
out some twenty or thirty feet from the 
mountain. 
The dam was built in 1884, under the 
direction of F. E. Brown, assisted by W. 
C. Butler. 
Its original cost was $75,000. 
It is owned by a stock company, most of 
whom are residents either of Redlands 
or cf Riverside 
During the five years 
in which 
the dam has held back 
the lake it has been examined 
by 
a 
large mmioer 
of visiting engin­ 
eers who almost unanimously declared 
that it was not safe—neveitbelees, it has 
continued to stand, One of tbe few who 
gave a contrary verdict wjis a famous1 
English hydraulic engineer, who said 
that the structure was built in accord­ 
ance with the principles upon which 
works of a similar sort were now being 
erected on the continent of Europ?. If, 
for any reason, the dam should give 
way—and at various times timid people, 
remembering tbe fate of Johnstown, 
have speculated on this contingency— 
there is no probability that any damage 
would be done. The quantity of loose rock 
and timber lying in the narrow confined 
ned of the ere* k below would soon form a 
jam in some of the aDgles of its course, 
and prevent the water fiom escaping in 
very much of a flood. 
The lake, which is about four miles 
lo D g and a little less than a mile wide, 
contains about ten billion gallons of 
water, a fl >w of about 0,000 miner’s 
inches for 100 days. It is used to irrigate 
Redlands, Crufton, Lugonia, and the 
surrounding territory, to a distance of 
thirteen miles from tbe dam. 
The water 
in the lake will irrigate 30,000 acres of 
land. 
Plans have been drawn and a model 
built for a second dam, 150 feet below 
tbe preeent structure, which will be 120 
feet ih height and will quadruple the 
present capacity of the lake, forcing it 
back to a length of seven miles. 
The 
prep sel structure has been planned by 
Mr. Brown and J . S. Black. 
If it is 
built, as it is likely to be in the near 
future, it will be one of the most remark­ 
able undertakings of its kind in the 
world. 
Besides the great dam to which all 
visitors in Bear valley will be sure to 
make a pilgrimage, most of those who 
make the climb to such a height in the 
mountains wish to finish the undertaking 
by a trip to the sum m it of old Greyback. 
The round trip from Lewis’ to the top of 
this, the highest peak of the San Bernar­ 
dino Mountains, can be made in two 
days. Most of the way the climb can be 
made on burro-back, but the last few 
miles are tip a grade which m ust be done 
on foot. 
At tbe summit, on an elevation 
of 11,500 feet, one can see for hundreds 
of miles in every direction, and enjoy 
the finest view to be seen short of Pike’s 
Peak. 
Such are the main attractions of the 
trip to Bear valley, but the greatest of 
all is the pure mountain air, the cool, 
invigorating climate, and the smell of 
the pine woods. These and kindred 
sources of pleasure the reader will under­ 
stand for himself without the assistance 
of any description.

The Mayor and Council oj the City of Lot Angeles 
do ordain as follows: 
S e c t i o n 1. T hat ell th at portion of 'h o city 
of Lo» Angeles bounded and described as fol­ 
lows, to-wit: Com m encing at the interjection 
of Seveuth m e e t with I.os Angeles riv e r; theucc 
easterly and along Seventh street to Soto street: 
thence northerly along Soto street to Brooklyn 
avenue: thence weete ly along Brooklyn ave- 
n n e to 8tate street; thence nortnerly along State 
str«et to Magnolia avenue; theuoe westerly 
along Magnolia avenue to W orkman street 
thence northerly along W orkm an street to Daly 
atri-et; thence southerly along Daly street to 
Hoff street; thence southwesterly along Hoff 
street to Buena Vista street: thence southw est­ 
erly along Buena Vista street to College street; 
thence westerly along College to P earl street:

Aud every such side wall or party-wall shall 
pas* through the roof of the building to which 
it may appertain, in such m anner as to break 
entlr ly any com m nulcatlon of wood whatever 
between th e r<*of of such bulldiDg aud any 
other bul ding. The term building as used In 
this section, shall not include privies. The 
floors of all such buildings w ithin th e City of 
l.o* Angeles shall be constructed to bear seven- 
tv-flvi i ouuds upon each superficial foot of 
floor w.th safeiy 
If used for the following 
purposes, they 
hall be constructed to bear 
upou each supertlctal floor space as follows: 
For p ’aces of public assemby, 120 pounds, 
for flour stores, mills or sugar refineries or store 
houses. 500 pouuds: for warehouses for mis­ 
cellaneous goods. 400 tr. 000 pounds: for jew­ 
elry stores with safes. 300 pouuds;for tenem ent 
houses, 100 pounds; for dry goods stores, 300 
p >nnd6. 
The roofs of th e above described buildings 
shall be so constructed as to bear safely a 
weight of 50 pounds to th e superficial foot of 
ih tirsu rfaces 
'i hese weights are to be exclu­ 
sive of the weights of th e floors or roofs. The 
strength of such roofs and floors shall be deter 
m ined by the tules or tables given in hand 
books of architecture or engineering of recent

powder iu au y quantity over fifty pounds. 


MANNER OF STORING OILS. 
Sec. 5. It shall be and is unlaw ful for any 
person or persons, firm or corporation to store, 
perm it the storage of, or keep for sale w ithin 
th e general fire lim its of the city of Los Ange­ 
les, any refined petroleum in larger quantities 
th an two hundred gallons: aud said quantity 
or less shall be alw ays kepi in m etallic cans, 
and the said oil shall stand a fire test of oue 
hundred and ten (110) degrees Fahrenheit:

STORAGE OF HAY.

It shall be and is unlaw ful for any 
persou, persons, firm or corporation to store, 
perm it the storage of or keep for sale any 
q uantity of hay of any kind exceeding three 
.odd In w eight, of loose bay, and ten tons of 
baled hay w ithin th e lim its Districts No. 1, 2 
and 3 of tb e general fire lim its of the City of 
Los Angeles 
HAY, STORAGE IN DISTRICT NO. 4 . 
Sac. 8 
It shall be aud Is unlaw ful for any 
person persons, firm or corporation to store or 
cause to be stored any hay In q u an tl'les of 
more than ten tonH w ithin one hundred feet 
of any oiiildlngs not belonging to said perron, 
persons, firm or corporation, to posses»ion of 
which they are not entitled, w ith in the lim iis 
of District No 4 of th e general flre-llm its of the 
City of Los Augeles.

All buildings, alterations or enlarge 
m eins of bu'ldlngs hereafter erected w ithin the 
flre-llmlts of Districts Nos. 1 and 3 of the general 
Are lim its of the (llty of Lo» Angele» shall be 
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Sec. 15. No person shall raise, build upon 
or alter any building of brick, stone or wood, 
in Districts No. 1 and No. 3 in th j general lire- 
1 m its of the city of Los Angeles, unless th e 
said building ha- been bn ilt iu conform ity 
with tbe provisions of this ordinance relating 
to th e erection, alteration or enlargem ent of 
buildings 
No building already erected, or hereafter to 
he built iu said city, shall be enlarged, raised 
or built upon In such m anner that if saio 
building bad beeu built or constructed after 
the passage of this ordinance.

The Superintendent 
of Buildings shall have full power in passing 
judgm ent on any question relating to tbe mode 
aud m anner of construction, or m aterials used 
In the erection, alteration or repairing of any 
bnlldiug or any other structure provided fo r in 
this ordinance, and to m ake said alterations 
to conform to tlxe true in ten t aud m eauiug of 
the several provisions hereof. 
He shall have

External wall " m eans every ooter w all or 
v erticil enclosure of a building, or other than 
a party-wall. 
'Foundation ’ m eans that portion of a wall 
below the street curb aud w here the wall is 
not on a street, that portion of tb e wall below 
the level of tbe highest ground next to tbe 
wall 
"P artition wall" m eans any interior w all of 
masoury iu a building. 
‘•Party-wall’ means any wall used or b u ilt in 
order to be used as a separation of two or more 
buildings 
"H eignt" of n wall m eans the height from the 
m ean grade of the sidewalk or adjoining 
ground to the highest point of the wall. 
"Lodging house" m eans a building in which 
persons are tem porarily accommodated with 
sleeping aparm euts, and includes hotels 
"Public buildings’ 
m eans every building 
used as a cnurch, chapel or other p.ace of 
worship; i:l»o every building used as a college, 
school, public hall, hospital, theater, public 
concert-room, public b all room, public lectuie- 
room or for any public assemblage. 
PARTITION WALLS: 
GIRDERS AND COLUMNS. 
Sei.. 17. Every brick or stone building here­ 
after e.ected, m ore than fifty (50) feet in 
width except dw ellings, tenem ent or lodging 
hom es, public buildings, railroad stations ana 
stables, shall have one or more brick or stone 
partition walla ruuniug from front to rear, and 
carried up to the foil height of the building: 
said wall or walls m ay he four inches less in 
tliicknes* than is requ red in the provisions ro­ 
u tin g to the thickness of external walls for a 
brick building to be used for the same purpose, 
unless the wall is used for a floor-bearing wall, 
which shall in no oase be less than tw elve 
Inches In thickness. These walls shall be so 
located th at the space between any fljor-bear- 
iug walls shall not be more than twenty-five 
(25) feet. Girders and iron colum ns or beams 
may be substituted for partition 
w alls iu 
nuild'ugs not more than one hundred feet in 
w id'h and shall he m ade ot sufficient stiengtn 
to bear safely the weight w hich they are re­ 
quired to support In addition to the weight of 
m aterial used in their construction; but where 
wooden colum ns or girders are used, th e col­ 
um ns shall nut be furth er apart than twelve 
Diet, Division walls may be made of tile in­ 
stead of brick provided the weight above is 
supported by colum ns and girder», but th e tile 
shall not be used to Bustalu any of the structure 
above 
No lim ber shall be used in any wall of any 
building constructed of brick or stone except 
hond timbers aud lintels *s herein provided 
for; and no wall strips or bond tim bers in any 
wall shall iu width and thickness exceed that 
of a course of brick.
